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Lack of Restrictions On 
Weapons Is Aid To Crime 


(San Bernardino Sun) 


Almost daily we read of a policeman some- 
where being killed or wounded in a pistol bat- 
tle with robbers or bootleggers. Chieago has 
had more such happetings lately than any other 
city, but they are common the country over. 
A few nights ago a man in Los Angeles heard 
talking under his window. Fearing his house 
was about to be robbed, so he says, he raised 
the sash and fired at some dark figures under 
a tree several times, wounding both a man and 
a woman who had _ stopped there to say an 
oseulatory good night. These two types of in- 
eidents may not seem to be closely related, 
but they are. 

Nearly every state has a law against the 
carrying of concealed weapons. In some of 
them it is a felony involving a penitentiary 
sentence, but in such states it is no more effect- 
ive than in others where it is merely a mis- 
demeanor. The law is not enforced. Why not? 
The answer is that too many people want to 
earry revolvers who do not belong to the crim- 
inal class. They imagine that ‘they need them 
for protection. Many of them have no better 
sense in using them than this man who shot 
from his window without waiting to diseover 
whether or not he was‘in any danger. The 
police make no real effert to enforce the law, 
and they cannot as long as there is a large de- 
mand for the privilege of carrying revolvers 
by citizens. 

Weapons can never be taken away from the 
criminal class until those who are not crim- 
inals voluntarily give them up. Just as long as 
so many citizens carry or own revolvers and 
public sentiment is behind them or indifferent 
on the subject, nothing effective will or can be 
done to disarm criminals. Every policeman 
who attempts to arrest a man for even a trivial 
offense is in danger of having, to fight a gun 
battle and lose his life. One would think thar 
the police would make a determined effort to 
enforee weapon laws, but they do not, even 
with a drastic law to aid them. It 
a constitutional amendment giving the federa!

This theory, even when it promises nothing 
but good, cannot be applied to the states for 
the simple reason that it leans iov closely to-

Bargains With Luxury — The Eve- 
ning Mode is the Result. 


HERE is.a group of clever 
folk in Paris—we may call 
them the master minds of 
fashion, if we Nke—-who are 
the creators of our fundamentals, 
for they offer, for our acceptance, 
the carefully thought out models 
that are the basis of our mode. 
®Bome we accept, some we reject, 
but it is from their originations 
that we choose, and we call this 
group the “haute couture,” in con- 
trast to the “haute monde,” which 
is the group that wears and profits 
by the skill of the designers. 
Elegance characterizes the au- 
tumn openings and the advance 
showings of winter fashions. 
Whemes are quite settled, so far as 


certain fundamentals are con- 
cerned. Remains. the task of 
elaborating upon these _themes— 


and “elaborate” is what the makers 
of modes are doing. Fashion has 
traveled far since the days of war- 
time simplicity, passing through 
many by-paths that had to do with 
boyish and mannish effects, arriv- 
ing, by these devious ways at @ 
purely feminine mode. 

This mode, tn general, {s char- 
acterized by rich, even luxurious 
fabrics; ingenious manipulations 
ef those fabrics, colors of unusual 
shading and trimmings that are 
synonymous with differentness. 
Mhe silhouette, as interpreted for 
evening wear is 2 subtle thing, not 
to be lightly attempted by the 
amateur and practically a failure, 
in many of its phases, when the 
manipulator is not an artiste in 
materials. All the details of the 
few mode find a place in the eve- 
ning frock. 

You May Have Your Choice! 

The trend toward elegance seems 
to have little, if any effect upon 
the popularity of what is, in effect, 
the simple frock of chiffon or 
Georgette. We are dealing with 
éffects, rather than causes, in this 
type of dress, for designers arrive 
at the end by devious ways, and 
keep the secret of their skill in in- 
tricacies to themselves. One is 
impressed by the sophistication of 
these inimitable—and uncopiable— 
models that prove worthy rivals of 
the more ornamental types. 

From the point of view of 
fabrics, this stresses the sheer chif- 
fons and Georgettes, and they ap- 
pear on the roster of materials 
that are used for the type of dress 


that is elaborately embroidered in. 


sequins, rhinestones, crystal or 
beads. Lavish decoration is the 
theme of models of this sort, and 
frequently the fabric is hard to 
determine, so generous has the de- 
signer been with the decorative 
medium. There is certainly no 
diminution of the popularity of the 
“beaded” dress. 

Another way to luxury is plotted 
by lengths of velvet—so soft and 
supple that it is as workable as 
silk, the metal bro. 1des, and more 
specially by the silver and gold 
lames. This latter fabric is very, 
very supple, and can be worked as 
easily as a sheer fabric—the gen- 
eral fabric tendency throughout the 
entire mode is toward the pliabil- 
ity that makes pleats and scarfs 
and panels and draperies possible, 
Softness in lines follows softness in 
fabrics, of course. 

The Silhouette Is Temperamental 

It is im evening dresses that the 
silhouette has the greatest freedom, 
for it can include novelties that 
are® inappropriate for daytime 
wear, although for formal after- 
noon affairs there are modifications 
of extreme lines, the ‘robe de 
style” for example, Evening sil- 
houettes include the straight line 
silhouette; modifications of the rip- 
pling hemline, lines that hint of 
the Directoire; panels, tiers, capes, 
boleros, bloused bodices, and the 
period frock, 

Perhaps there is no better way 
to. erystallize the evening mode 
than to make, use of examples, 
which *smaneh thay mov encrest 


its possibilities, can really do little 
more than suggest. In a general 
way one may be sure of short skirts 
—although the period dress in- 
clines to length; a deep decolletage, 
and sleeveless models, although an 
occasional fichu lends to the robe 
de style a suggestion of a sleeve. 
There is always the exception that 
proves the rule. 

Every wardrobe will include in 
its selection a frock that is suitable 
for informal dining and dancing. 
Such a frock is pictured in a 
model that shows traces of period 
influence in its plain little bodice 
and its widened hemline. Its gen- 
era) effect is youthful, for it is 
simple, with nothing to mar the 
simplicity even though there is 
trimming. Delicate traceries of 
beads form a background for flow- 
ers of the fabric, the hemline is 
uneven—a detail of much import- 
ance in the mode. 

Concerning The Vogue For Ostrich 


Fashion has been flirting with 
ostrich for many seasons, Just 
when we are surest that it will 
have a genuine vogue, it disappears 
entirely; then, when we have quite 
forgotten it, it appears again. It is 
staging a somewhat spectacular re- 
turn, this season, not only in the 
intriguing resurrection of the 
feather boa and the pierrot ruff, 
but in trimming details for evening 
frocks. It is a most graceful trim- 
ming, and is specially beautiful in 
the ombre shadings, but it must be 
handled artistically. 

The model illustrated is typical 
of the possibilities of ostrich as & 
trimming. The bodice, which you 
will note dips up in front, chooses 
beads for its trimming, but the 
skirt, cut very wide and very full, 
finds the delicate fronds, done into 
Auffy tassels, a most effective dec- 
oration. They are so applied that 
with every step the skirt ripples 
gracefully, and when not in motion, 
it falls in irregularly pleasing lines, 
This method of applying the ostrich 
is a welcome variation from the 
usual border, 

Occasionally a designer pays 
homage to both tendencies of the 
evening mode—the simple and the 
elaborate, In the model with the 
glittering bodice such homage has 
been paid, and the liking for fabric 
completely covered with glittering 
beads is expressed in the bodice, 
while the simplicity of chiffon, un- 
adorned, is expressed in the skirt— 
the two linked together by the 
bracelets of brilllants to which the 
wing panels are attached. Note 
the shoulder flower, and the intri- 
cate ripples of the skirt, How are 
those ripples achieved—who shall 
say? 

The Range Of The Period Frock 


Happy the woman whose slen- 
derness permits her to vary her 
evening attire with some adapta- 
tion of the period frock, that fash- 
fon dubs the “robe de style.” It 
possesses picturesqueness and & 
certain quaint charm that no other 
style approximates, and there are 
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so many types of it that it is a 
possibility for practically everyone 
slender enough to wear it. But its 
bouffant lines make it a difficult 
model for the woman with ten- 
dencies toward plumpness, for her 
it should be forbidden. 

Taffeta, because of its firmness, is 
well-liked for period dresses. It Is 
not really stiff, as taffetas used to 
be, but it holds a line where crepe 
would not. There is an old-world 
charm in the model! with a height- 
ened waist line and an upstanding 
collar that suggests a ruff. Note 
the line of the shoulder that makes 
just a suggestion of a sleeve with 
two little ruffies of net. There are 
flounces of the net, as well, and the 
finish igs supplied by appliques of 
the taffeta set on with embroidery 
stitches. 

Taffeta and net are again the 
materials in a mode! quite different 
in its effect, although belonging to 
the same group. The skirt reminds 
one of a huge flower, and the 
simple little bodice is glorified 
with a fichu of delicate black lace, 
this fichu forming a suggestion of 
sleeves. The huge bow of taffeta 
ribbon lets its ends trail the floor, 
and since it is black, !t carries out 
the color effect of the model. All 
black, and black and white are 
popular, at the moment, 


*Many Details Assure Versatility 


There are many clever uses of 
the bolero in the general mode, 
and one sees it frequently in eve- 
ning models. It may appear in 
back, at one side, or in front— 
rarély all the way round, Embroid- 
erles are much used and in many 
instances fringes of beads trim 
models of crepe, the beads them- 
selves of crystal or flat pailettes. 
And the cut-out, beaded neckline 
is still a detail of the evening 
model—providing, sometimes, the 
only trimming. 

The blouse, growing daily more 
popular, is a feature of some of 
the smartest evening frocks, and 
there are some clever tiered skirts, 
the edges of the tiers embroidered 
in beads. There is, apparently nd” 
limit set on the uses of capes, 
scarfs and fluttering ends, and 
nothing is omitted that adds to the 
luxurious beauty of the decorative 
models.
